REMARKS 

Claims 1-17 and 19-25 have been allowed in the application. The following 
remarks are believed to be fully responsive to the outstanding Office Action and are 
believed to place the application in condition for allowance. Jhd Examiner is 
respectfully requested to reconsider and withdraw the rejections in view pf the remarks 
contained herein.

Applicants submit herewith the Abstract of the disclosure on a 
accordance with 37 CFR § 1.52(b)(4).

Applicants submit herewith a Supplemental Reissue Declarat 
independent Claim 1 as failing to claim the subject matter of a vapor 
Applicants respectfully submit that the Supplemental Reissue Declaration 
requirements set forth by 35 U.S.C. § 251 and outlined at §1414(II)(C) of 
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Claim Objections 

Claims 19 and 20 stand objected to under 37 CFR § 1 .75(c) as be ng of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 

At the outset, Applicants remind the Examiner that during the interview 
conducted June 12, 2007, the Examiner agreed to amend Claims 19 an i 20 by way of 
an Examiner's Amendment to change the dependencies of Claims 19 and 20 from 
cancelled Claim 18 to independent Claim 17. To the extent the foregoin j amendments 
to Claims 19 and 20 are not being considered by the Examiner and are tt e cause of the 
present objection, Applicants remind the Examiner of the aforementioned interview of 
June 12, 2007, and the change of dependency of each of Claims 19 and 20. 

Notwithstanding the foregoing. Applicants have not cancelled Claims 19 and 20, 
as Applicants submit that each of Claims 19 and 20 add furthe- elements to 
independent Claim 17, from which Claims 19 and 20 depend. Specifically, Claim 19 
recites that the valve of Claim 17 is controlled by a pressurized fluid from outside of a 
shell. Claim 20 recites that the fluid passage of independent Caim 17 is in 
communication with an injection port extending through a shell and tiat a valve of 
independent Claim 17 is movable between a first position where one pocket 
communicates with a suction zone of a compressor and a second position where one 
pocket communicates with the injection port extending through the sholl. Applicants 
respectfully submit that the elements recited by Claims 19 and 20 are not included in 
independent Claim 17 and therefore are not duplicative of the subject matter of Claim 
17. In light of the foregoing. Applicants respectfully submit that Claims 10 and 20 are in 
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condition for allowance. Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of] the objections 
are respectfully requested.

It is believed that all of the stated grounds of rejection have 
traversed, accommodated, or rendered moot. Applicants therefore respectfully 
that the Examiner reconsider and withdraw all presently outstanding
